Executive Committee 
January 31, 1968 
10:00 A.M. 

County Building 
Exeter, N.H. 


On Jan. 31, a meeting of the Executive Committee 
was called for the purpose of previewing the budget for 
1968. The meeting was called to order by Chairman Gay. 
The Clerk called the roll. Present were: Gay, Morrill, 
Greene; Weeks, Spollett, Collishaw, Palmer, Osborne, 
Gelt, Sewall, Junkins, and Cassassa. The three County 
Commissioners were present. 

The County Delegation Chairman then turned the 
meeting over to Mr. Morrill, Chairman of the Executive 
or Finance Committee. By vote of the committee the 
following dates were established: 

1. Public Hearing on Budget - Feb. 12, 7:30 County 

Build. 

2. Feb. 21, Committee to meet with Dept. Heads 

3. Full Delegation - March 4 - County Home 

Mr. Bartlett announced that at the regular meeting 
of the Rock. Co. Selectmen’s Association, items of the 
budget will be considered and discussed by that group. 

The committee then deliberated on each item in the 
budget. A noted increase in telephone expenses brought 
forth a request for an investigation of the advisability of 
installing WATTS lines. Many increases were found to be 
primarily an increase in salaries. This brought forth a 
report from the Positions Committee which has been 
working on this problem during the year under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Palmer. Under the new scale, em- 
ployees are now within 8% - 10% of the level of State 
Employees with an anticipated further adjustment in 
another year or so to bring them up to this level. 

The Chairman announced a meeting of the Commit- 
tee on Retirement to be held Feb. 19 at 2 p.m. Mem- 
bers of the committee are: Morrill, Greene, Sayre, Twar- 
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dus, and Weeks. 
The meeting adjourned at 12:15 for lunch at Taylor’s 
Restaurant.

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Morrill. 
Each item of the budget was given consideration and an 
opportunity was given for the members of the audience 
to ask questions on any item. Mrs. Holland spoke for her 
special project in the Office of the Register of Deeds. 
Also speaking in favor of this project were Lawyers 
Soule, Boynton, and Sanderson. 

Sheriff Sampson answered several questions on the 
operation of his department. Mr. Hilton spoke in regard 
to the County Home and Hospital and explained the 
reason for the requested increases for improvements in 
the hospital. 

The hearing was closed at 9:15.

The County will continue to carry the members in our 
employ who are now members of the old retirement 
system.

Executive Committee 

Budget Meeting 

February 21, 1968 

10:00 A.M. 

Rockingham County Building 
Probate Court Room 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee called for 
the purpose of interviewing the heads of various depart- 
ments and making final decisions on the 1968 budget, 
the following were in attendance; Gay, Greene, Weeks, 
Morrill, Collishaw, Gelt, Palmer, Sewall, Spollett and 
Junkins and Commissioners Hall, Brown and Bartlett. 

By request and without objection from the Commit- 
tee, Attorney Soule and Attorney David Sanderson were 
permitted to speak for the special project under consid- 
eration for the Office of the Register of Deeds. Mr. 
Soule also spoke relative to the salary of the County 
Attorney. He is desirous, as are a majority of the mem- 
bers of the Rockingham County Bar Association, of 
seeing the salary raised at the next session of the legisla- 
ture to $9,000. 

The lawyers were then excused and Mrs. Holland was 
called on to present the details of her budget and to 
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give a full explanation of each item. ; 

In the absence’of the Register of Probate, the requests 
in his budget were explained by Miss Kendall the Deputy 
Register of Probate. 

Mr. & Mrs. George Hilton explained the budget for the 
County Home and Hospital. They were complimented 
on the completeness of the explanations which had been 
prepared for the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Upham, the County Extension Agricultural Agent 
was presented with the President and Treasurer of the 
County Advisory Council for an explanation of the 
County budget for Cooperative Extension Service. 

Mr. Graper, the County Attorney, came in to speak 
in behalf of his secretary who presently is working full 
time on County work and therefore the full amount of 
her salary should rightfully be paid from county funds. 

In executive session, the committee voted to approve 
items 1-6, the salaries of County Officers as set by 
statute; items 7-12 as proposed. It was voted to increase 
the appropriation for the sheriff's department to 
$80,364. and to cut the appropriation for the jail to 
$66,827.25. Items for Old Age Assistance, Board and 
Care of Children and Direct Relief were approved as 
recommended by the Commissioners. 

The adjusted figures for the County Home and Hos- 
pital as presented by Mr. & Mrs. Hilton were approved. 
Expenditures of $1,106,773.90 and an estimated income 
of $676,815.23. It was voted to approve the amount of 
$24,500. for the special expenditure in the Register of 
Deeds for Restoration and Reproduction. For the special 
expenditure requested for the County Hospital it was 
voted to reduce the amount to $70,000. It was voted to 
increase County Clerical by $1,645 (to $37,907.80) to 
provide for an increase of $45 per week of County 
funds in the salary of the County Attorney’s secretary 
beginning April 1, 1968. 

The Committee was recessed at 12:15 for lunch to 
return at 2:00 P.M. 

After lunch Mr. Samaha, the Clerk of Superior Court 
appeared in behalf of his budget. He stated the amount 
allocated for Jury Payroll should be increased to 
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$50,000., making his total budget $107,000. Consider- 
able discussion took place as to the method of dispersing 
funds particularly for Jury Payroll and the Superior 
Court Expenses by the Clerk of Court. 

In executive session, Mr. Junkins moved, seconded 
by Mr. Collishaw that The County Treasurer be auth- 
orized by a warrant signed by the court to issue checks 
in payment of all court costs including jury pay rolls and 
court expenses. Further discussion followed and Mr. 
Bartlett recommended that the Committee seek advise 
from the Hon. John H. Leahy, Chief Justice of the 
Superior Court. It was decided to adopt this recom- 
mendation and a sub-committee consisting of Weeks, 
Spollett, Junkins with Morrill serving ex-officio was 
named by the chairman to meet with Mr. Leahy at his 
earliest convenience. The motion previously made by 
Mr. Junkins was amended by him with concurrence by 
Mr. Collishaw, that the vote on this motion would be 
deferred until the sub committee had made its report. 

On March 4, the Executive Committee will recom- 
mend to the Delegation a total budget of $2,161,595.43 
with specials amounting to $94,500.00 The estimated 
income of $784,847.99 and an estimated amount nec- 
essary to be raised by County Tax of $1,471,247.44. 

The meeting adjourned at 4:20 P.M.

Delegation Meeting & 

Executive Committee 

March 4, 1968 

Rockingham County Home & Hospital 
Brentwood, N.H. 


A meeting of the full delegation was held on March 4 
at the Rockingham County Home and Hospital. The 
Delegation Chairman, Charles Gay, presided; the roll 
was called and the following members were present: 
Brown, Cassassa, Cheney, Ciborowski, Clark, Collishaw, 
Cummings, Dame, Eastman, Fernald, Gay, Gaskill, Gelt, 
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Gerber, Goodrich, Gorham, Griffin, Hall, Jameson, 
Junkins, Keefe, Kimball, Maynard, McDonough, Archie 
McEachern, Joseph McEachern, Morrill, Osborne, Palmer, 
Persson, Quirk, Sadler, Schwaner, Sewall, Shindledecker, 
Spollett, Farbell, Tuttle, Twardus, Underwood, Varrell, 
George White, Julia White. 

The report of the Classification Committee was given 
by the Chairman Mrs. Palmer. The report was accepted. 
The report of the State Retirement Committee was read 
by Mr. Morrill. The Committee recommended that 
Rockingham County employees not be included in the 
State Retirement System. Rep. Spollett moved that the 
report be accepted. The motion was duly seconded and 
voted in the affirmative. The Building Committee Chair- 
man, Rep. Gay, stated that there was no report to be 
given from that committee. Mr. Gay resigned from the 
Building Committee and appointed Rep. Kimball of 
Derry to replace him. 

The Delegation then proceeded to review the budget 
with the Executive Committee Chairman presiding. Rep. 
Maynard moved that the budget as recommended by 
the Executive Committee, be returned to that commit- 
tee for further review in the appropriations for; Register 
of Deeds, County Home & Hospital, Sheriff, Jail, Direct 
Relief, Old Age Assistance, Board & Care of Children, 
and report back not later than March 11. Rep. Archie 
McEachern seconded the motion and considerable dis- 
cussion ensued. Following the discussion Rep. Maynard 
withdrew his motion with the stipulation that these 
items would be given priority at the executive session. 
The various items of the budget were considered in detail. 
Mrs. Holland explained the budget of her department 
including the special appropriation of $24,500. about 
which she was questioned by Mr. Maynard. Miss Kendall 
the Deputy Register of Probate spoke for Mr. Nay ex- 
plaining that the increased budget was caused by the 
increased cost of printing and the increased cost of 
microfilm. Following the explanation by Mrs. Hilton of 
the budget for the County Home & Hospital, a letter 
from Mr. Billings was read, stating the necessary changes 
for qualification of the County Home & Hospital. This 
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explained the need for the No. 2 special item in the 
budget of $70,000. for County Home & Hospital. 
Mr. Keefe stated that he wished to go on record in ap- 
proval of the budget as recommended by the Executive 
Committee. On motion by Mr. Kimball the appropriation 
for the Jail was accepted. Mr. Maynard is recorded as be- 
ing opposed to this motion. 

In executive session consideration was given to Mr. 
Maynard’s previous motion. Mr. Maynard moved, second- 
ed by Mr. Archie McEachern, that the budget be return- 
ed to the Executive Committee to be presented to the 
Delegation not later than March 11. A standing vote 
found 7 voting yes but a large majority in opposition to 
the motion. Mr. Jameson is on record as feeling that 
the request by Mr. Maynard should be granted. Repre- 
sentatives Gerber, Sadler, Schwaner, and White wished 
to be recorded as opposing the budget as presented. A 
standing vote was taken on the appropriation for the 
office of the Register of Deeds which found 37 voting in 
favor of the recommended figure and 3 voting no. Mr. 
Maynard is recorded as being opposed to, this appropri- 
ation. Mrs. Greene is recorded as opposed to the special 
appropriation for the Register of Deeds. Mr. Gay moved, 
seconded by Mr. Dame, that $80,364. be appropriated 
for the Sheriff’s department. In a standing vote 33 voted 
yes and 5 voted no. Motion carried. Mr. Maynard is 
recorded as being opposed. A standing vote of 33 in 
favor and 2 opposed was taken on the appropriation 
for the County Home & Hospital with Mr. Maynard on 
record as being opposed. A majority approved the appro- 
priation for Old Age Assistance. The vote was 35 yes and 
2 no and Mr. Maynard is recorded as being opposed. Mr. 
Maynard and Mr. Archie McEachern are recorded as 
opposed to the appropriation for Board and Care of 
Children and also Direct Relief for which a majority 
voted approval, 35 having voted yes and 2 voting no. All 
other items in the budget were accepted as recommended 
by the Executive Committee. 

In Estimated Income, Mr. Bartlett stated that it would 
be necessary to reduce the estimated income of the 
County Home & Hospital by $100,000. On motion by 
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Mr. Gay the figure of $576,815.23 was adopted, making 
the total amount of estimated income to be $684,847.99. 

On motion made. by Rep. Cassassa, seconded by Mrs. 
Gelt, 33 voted in favor of the special appropriation for 
the Register of Deeds and 3 voted against with Mr. 
Maynard on record as opposed to this item. On the 
special appropriation for the County Home & Hospital, 
32 voted in favor, 2 against, with Mr. Maynard on record 
as being opposed. At the request of Mrs. Sadler a roll call 
vote on the total budget of $2,256,095.43 was taken. 
There were 32 voting in favor and 9 in opposition. 
By proper motion and vote a_ total budget of 
$2,256,095.43 with estimated revenue of $684,847.99 
and the amount to be raised by County Tax of 
$1,571,247.44 was approved by a majority of the 
Delegation. 

The meeting adjourned at 1:30.

In an executive session of the Executive Committee 
immediately following the Delegation meeting: it was 
unanimously voted that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to borrow not in excess of $1,571.247.44 
which is the amount to be raised by property taxes.

The quarterly meeting of the Executive Committee 
was held at the Rockingham County Building on April 
17, 1968. Answering to the roll call were: Morrill, Weeks, 
Greene, Gay, Collishaw, Palmer, Spollett, Gelt, Keefe, 
Sewall, Junkins and Kimball. 
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Cash receipts and the expenditures for the first 
quarter of 1968 were considered in detail. Total receipts 
of $642,143:93 and expenditures of $528,402.72 were 
accepted by motions and voice vote. 

The Committee recessed for lunch to be recalled at 
2:30 to receive a report from the sub-committee appoint- 
ed at the last Executive Committee meeting held on Feb. 
21, 1968. 

The sub-committee met at 2:00 with Judge Leahy and 
came to an agreement regarding the method of payment 
of court costs. 

The Executive Committee was called to order at 2:30 
In its report the sub-committee recommended that the 
pending motion following the last meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee be amended to add the following sen- 
tence: The warrant to be placed in the hands of the 
Treasurer prior to the issuance of any checks. Collishaw 
moved to include the recommendation of the sub-com- 
mittee. This motion was seconded by Rep. Spollett and 
voted in the affirmative. The whole motion adopted, as 
amended, is as follows: “The County Treasurer be 
authorized by a warrant signed by the court to issue 
checks in payment of all court costs including jury pay 
rolls and court expenses. All checks to be dispersed 
from the Treasurer’s office. The warrant to be placed in 
the hands of the Treasurer prior to the issuance of any 
checks.” 

The meeting adjourned at 3:00 P.M.

The meeting of the Executive Committee was called , 
to order on July 24 by the Chairman. Present were: Mor- 
rill, Gay, Sewall, Gelt, Kimball, Cassassa, Palmer, Greene, 
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Osborne, and Spollett. 

Upon request by the Chairman, the Committee allow- 
ed the Register of Deeds to appear before the Committee 
and explain her problem; specifically, the humidity con- 
trol in the office of the Register of Deeds. The micro- 
film will not survive longer than a one year period with- 
out humidity control and the machine will not work 
under present conditions. 

In executive session, discussion ensued. Commissioner 
Bartlett stated that the cost involved would be $7,000. 
and when money from the sale of the Exeter Court 
Building is received the air conditioning will be done as 
planned. The cost to be borne by the sale of the build- 
ing. No action to be taken at this time. 

Expenditures of the second quarter were reviewed 
and the following notations made; 

1. There will be an anticipated deficit of $2,500 for 
expenses of all officers except sheriff. 

2. An anticipated deficit of $8,000. in the Court 
House. 

3. A deficit in the insurance appropriation. 

This third item brought further discussion and it was 
decided that a complete review of the County Insurance 
coverage should be made by the Commissioners. 

A study to have the office of Register of Probate on 
a salary basis was discussed. On motion by Mr. Osborne, 
seconded by Mrs. Gelt, it was voted that the Chairman 
of the Executive Committee appoint a committee of 
three to investigate the advisability of having the office 
of the Register of Probate on a salary basis and all fees 
returned to the county, and that the necessary legisla- 
tion be drawn for presentation to the 1969 legislature. 

It was moved, seconded, and voted that the full dele- 
gation be called into session on the third Tuesday of 
November 1968. 

Meeting adjourned.

A meeting of the Executive Committee was held on 
Oct. 25, 1968 at the County Administration Building and 
was called to order by Chairman Morrill. Present were: 
Morrill, Spollett, Collishaw, Palmer, Osborne, Sewall, 
Gelt, Kimball, Keefe, Weeks, Greene, Gay and Junkins. 
Two County Commissioners, Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Hall 
were also present. 

The expenditures of the third quarter were consider- 
ed in detail. It is quite obvious that the budgeted items 
for Expenses of Officers except Sheriff, Superior Court, 
and Care and Supplies for Exeter Court House will show 
a deficit for the year. The item of Direct Relief will 
probably show a surplus. On motion by Rep. Spollett 
seconded by Rep. Sewall, it was voted to authorize the 
County Commissioners to make necessary transfers of 
unexpended funds from one department to another. 

At their request, Mr. Russell Mason, Vice Chairman 
of the Rock. Co. Extension Service Advisory Council, 
Mr. Edward Upham, County Agricultural Agent, Mr. 
Stanley Knowles, County Forester, and Mr. Samuel 
Stoddard, Assistant County Forester, appeared before 
the Committee to explain their request for additional 
funds. Rep. Spollett made the motion, seconded by 
Rep. Gelt, that $1,575. be taken from anticiapted sur- 
pluses to make payment to the Extension Service for 
the services of an Assistant County Forester and to 
assure the payment to 75 landowners of $11,894 for 
1968 ACP Forestry operations. The vote was affirma- 
tive. 

On motion by Rep. Weeks, seconded by Rep. Colli- 
shaw, it was voted that the Legislative Representative to 
the Extension Advisory Council (Rep. Gelt) confer with 
the State Director of Extension (Mr. Sam Hoitt) about 
a overall authority in the County that a line of authority 
may be more clearly defined particularly in regard to the 
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making and the expending of a budget. It was the opinion 
of the Executive Committee that the County Agricul- 
tural Agent should have authority over all Extension 
Service operations within the county. 

It was voted that the Chairman of the County Dele- 
gation and the County Commissioners be authorized to 
invite the current and the newly elected County Delegates 
to the meeting scheduled for Nov. 19, 1968 at 10:30 
A.M. at the County Home in Brentwood. A request 
was made that Mr. Donald Herron speak at this Nov. 
meeting regarding the dope situation in the Seacoast 
Area. 

On motion by Rep. Collishaw, seconded by Rep. 
Junkins, it was voted that the County Commissioners 
be authorized to negotiate for the sale of the Hardy 
property. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee requested 
that the Building Committee; namely, Mr. Kimball, 
Chairman, Mr. Morrill, Mr. Collishaw, Mr. Osborne, and 
Miss Spollett meet soon to consider proposals for the 
expanding of facilities at the County Home including 
the proposal! for a new building and the rejuvenation of 
an existing building. 

The meeting adjourned at 1:45 P.M.

A special meeting of the County Delegation was held 
on Nov. 19 at the County Home in Brentwood. The 
meeting was called to order at 10:30 A.M. by the Vice 
Chairman Mrs. Greene acting in the absence of the 
Chairman. One of the purposes of the meeting was to 
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acquaint the newly elected delegates with the business of 
the County Delegation. The Clerk read the minutes of 
the last meeting of the Executive Committee. 

The roll was called and the following answered: 
Cassassa, Cheney, Clark, Collishaw, Eastman, Fernald, 
Dame, Gelt, Goodrich, Gorham, Greene, Griffin, Hall, 
Hoar, Junkins, Keefe, Leavitt, Maynard, Archie Mc- 
Eachern, Joseph McEachern, Morrill, Palmer, Persson, 
Quirk, Ratoff, Sadler, Sayer, Sewall, Spollett, Tarbell, 
Twardus, Varrell, Weeks, George White, Julia White. 

The new members were asked to rise and identify 
themselves. They were: J. Henry Greenwood from Ray- 
mond, Richard S. Lockhart from New Castle, Marguerite 
B. Fiske from Hampton Falls, Arthur B. Marden and 
Anthony DeCesare from Salem, Ferne P. Adams and 
Maurice W. Read from Derry, Hector Coussoule from 
Portsmouth. 

The meeting was then turned over to Rep. Morrill as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee. A request had 
been received from a group desiring to be recognized 
and speak regarding a sea coast regional airport. Mr. 
James P. Hinchey, Executive Director of the Greater 
Portsmouth Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Frank Costello 
of the N.H. Aeronautics Commission and Captain John 
R. Sweeney, Director of the N.H. Aeronautics Com- 
mission ably presented their request for support from 
the 1969 Legislature to provide this facility. They an- 
swered several questions asked by members of the Dele- 
gation. 

The first item on the agenda as mailed to the delega- 
tion was then considered. This had to do with the sale 
of the Old County Court House on Front Street in 
Exeter. Mr. Bartlett was recognized and explained that 
since the Court had not yet made a decision on the 
pending case no action could be taken at this meeting. 
On motion by Rep. Gelt seconded by Rep. Spollett, it 
was voted to defer action until the January meeting of 
the Delegation. A committee was named by the Chair- 
man consisting of 

Rep. Sayre, Chairman, Rep. Ratoff, and Rep. Casassa 
whose duty is to gain information regarding this situa- 
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tion and determine what stand we can legally take. The 
committee is to report at the Jan. meeting. 

The second item concerned the sale of the Hardy 
property. It had been submitted to bid and of the four 
bids received the highest was for $5,000. made by Mr. 
Robert I. Chase of Danville, N.H. Rep. Spollett moved, 
seconded by Rep. Collishaw that we accept the highest 
bid and it was so voted. 

Mr. Bartlett explained the circumstances of the re- 
moval of equipment from the cafeteria at the County 
Administration Building. The Cafeteria had been operat- 
ed by the Dept. of the Blind, federal money had been 
used to equip it, and when this dept. decided to no 
longer operate it, the equipment was offered for sale 
first to any State agency and if refused by them, then 
the County could try to purchase it. The original 
$13,000. worth of equipment was purchased for $4,500. 


for the State Hospital. The Commissioners have deter- 
mined that it would cost at least $11,000. to replace this 
equipment. On motion by Rep. Keefe seconded by 
Rep. Gelt, it was voted that the money received from 
the sale of the Hardy Property be used to re-equip the 
Cafeteria as much as can be done with this amount of 
money. This will allow the facility to be reopened even 
in a very simple way for the convenience of many people. 

Mr. Bartlett spoke of the need for additional rooms to 
care for the 72 currently on the waiting list for admis- 
sion to the County Home and Hospital. Dr. Saunders, 
Mr. Hilton, Dr. Saltonstall also spoke to substantiate 
this need. Dr. Blaisdell was present to speak but: was 
called away. Rep. George White made a motion, second- 
ed by Rep. Sayre, that the County Commissioners in 
conjunction with the Building Committee contact an 
architect or engineering firm and take such steps as are 
necessary to prepare plans for submission to the County 
Delegation. Mr. Morrill gave a report from the meeting 
of the Building Committee held following the last Execu- 
tive Board meeting. This Committee recommends the 
razing of the Carlisle Building and the ph ai of a new 
facility on this location. 
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Specific items of proposed legislation for the 1969 
session were then discussed. These included; 

1. Salary of County Attorney 

2. Cost at County Farm - since Rockingham County 
has a cost accounting system and exact costs are known, 
the State should pay to the County the exact cost for 
State Welfare Patients. 

3. Register of Probate on salary. 

4. Licensed Administrator - the Counties:should have 
a representative on the licensing board. 

5. Task Force - this seemingly unnecessary organiza- 
tion was explained with an explanation of how this 
would duplicate many things already being done in 
Rockingham. 

The meeting recessed at 12:30 for lunch. 

After lunch Donald Herron spoke about drugs in the 
Sea Coast area and what is being done about it. 

Sheriff Sampson spoke of his desire to put his Depart- 
ment on a full time salary basis and eliminate the fee 
system as it now operates. All fees to come back to the 
County. Mr. Leland Davis spoke of the amount of fees 
charged and how the volume of business had increased. 
This subject had been proposed legislation at the last 
session at which time a committee had been appointed 
to make a further study of the subject. The Chairman 
stated that this committee consisting of Rep. Morrill as 
Chairman, Rep. Barron, Rep. Jameson, Rep. Cummings, 
Rep. Spollett, Rep. Greene, and Rep. Dame would be 
reactivated. 

The meeting adjourned at 2:00 P.M.

Gentlemen: 


The concept of patient care is steadily presenting a 
new pattern. Mobilization of all patients to their fullest 
capacity is important. This keeps the patient more alert 
mentally as well as more independent, which is our main 
goal. 

The acquisition of an electrocardiograph machine 
enables us to do our own cardiograms, thus cutting 
down on cost. 

The need of a speech therapist on a part time basis 
is still evident. 

The addition of a full time social worker to our staff 
has been of great value, particularly in the admission of 
new patients and placing patients who are ready for 
discharge. 

Prophylactive treatment of the patient has proceded 
on the same level as in the past. 

The Rehabilitation program is broadening and en- 
compassing a greater number of our total patients. 

Among the accomplishments of the Physical Therapy 
department this year was a 200 hour on-the-job training 
program for Physical Therapy Aides, which produced 
five graduates, four of whom are still employed by the 
hospital. This is a first for both Rockingham County and 
the state. Total patient treatments given in this depart- 
ment was 6,032; seven patients returned to family and 
community life; twenty were placed in a more indepen- 
dent setting here in the Home and fourteen more are 
now on the intensive program. 

Due to the resignation of our full time Occupational 
Therapist, this part of the program has suffered to a 
great degree, but is gradually developing momentum 
under the supervision of Priscilla Hull, O.T.R., acting 
as consultant on a part time basis. 

Nursing care involves more therapy in its daily routine. 

Monthly Medical Staff Rehabilitation conferences are 
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held with heads of each department involved in this 
total picture. There is a growing need for more vocation- 
al and day to day living facilities for our active residents. 

In looking forward toward another year some of our 
Objectives are to involve every patient in an exercise 
program fitting to their needs, and to fully explore and 
develop not only the physical but also the mental, social 
and vocational aspects of the patient; and most impor- 
tant to involve family, community, county and state in 
this problem of rehabilitation. 

All of our accomplishments have been made possible 
due to the sympathetic interest of the Administration 
and Board of County Commissioners.

Upon notification that the County Delegation had 
looked favorably upon my proposal to alphabetize and 
consolidate the indices prior to 1960, I signed a con- 
tract for the commencement of the first phase of the 
project.

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COUNTY ATTORNEY’S REPORT 


It has become frustratingly apparent that if we are 
to meet the challenge of crime in our free society many 
major changes must be made in the field of law enforce- 
ment and the administration of justice both in Rocking- 
ham County and generally throughout the State of New 
Hampshire. Crime statistics published by the FBI in the 
latter part of August, 1968 dramatically emphasized the 
alarming rise in the crime rate, especially crimes of 
violence. Rockingham County is no exception to the 
national statistics. 

In Rockingham County between July, 1967 and July, 
1968 there were four hundred fifty-nine new criminal 
cases entered in the Superior Court and added to one 
hundred twenty-six other criminal cases which were 
pending. Four hundred twenty-two of these cases were 
disposed of. In addition, ninety-three Uniform Recipro- 
cal Support cases were processed of which fifty-nine 
were responded to and thirty-four initiated. Two homi- 
cide cases are still pending. There were two hundred 
forty-six new criminal appeals (misdemeanors) entered 
between July, 1967 and July, 1968 which ranged from 
stop sign violations to taking clams on a Sunday night 
after sundown in Seabrook and all of which are entitled 
to jury trials in the Superior Court under our existing 
system. The increase in the number of drug abuse cases 
is especially notable. Most of the narcotic cases involve 
teenagers who even though first offenders, under present 
inflexible statutory mandate, face five to ten years in 
State Prison for “Sale” and two to five for possession. 
Those sentenced for crimes of violence often fare far 
better. Legislative reform is needed in this area and 
many others dealing with our criminal laws. - 

Furthermore, it would appear that the administration 
of justice generally is being thwarted by the inability 
in all cases to bring a defendant promptly to trial due 
to the crowded dockets and the ability of a defendant 
to deliberately delay a trial in hope that in time witness- 
es and evidence for the State will disappear and mem- 
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ories fail (defense through confusion and delay). The 
crowded dockets also reflect a need for more judges, 
more prosecutors and a general need for a re-examina- 
tion, streamlining and reorganization of our whole 
judicial process. Many long established practices and 
institutions which once served a community well, can no 
longer-be expected to adequately service a community 
which may now be close to one hundred thirty thousand 
people and which has been described as being one of 
the fastest growing counties in the United States. 

No longer can the County Attorney, alone,without 
assistance, with a salary of $4,500.00, be expected 
adequately to prosecute and attempt to prevent the 
criminal problems of such a community and we cannot 
expect to meet the challenge of crime in our free society 
unless each local governmental unit and the people 
comprising that unit make a greater effort to re-assess 
our law enforcement program and provide the resources 
for attracting, retaining and training qualified law en- 
forcement personnel.

Gentlemen: 


Following is my report for the year 1968 as Sheri! 
of Rockingham County: 


COMMUNICATIONS - Last year when I filed my 
Annual Report, we described the importance of our 
communication system and the major role which it 
plays in the network of public protection, prevention 
and police activity. The same towns, counties and state 
departments still exist in the system, with an additional 
town and county radio tie-in. | am extremely proud to 
announce that in the latter part of the year of 1968, our 
Fish & Game Department of the State of New Hamp- 
shire tied in with our radio system. This has been of 
great value to them, as well as to County and local 
departments. It is now possible to talk clearly and 
immediately with a Conservation Officer at the farthest 
point in New Hampshire from our central communica- 
tion system. 

Later in this Report, I will discuss one of many 
instances where Our communication system became of 
valuable, life saving assistance. 

Our telephone calls are numbering in excess of 170 
oer day. The teletype messages in and out of this De- 
partment are about a 300 message increase over 1967, 
putting us in the 7,000 message bracket. Many of these 
inessages were used to go cto other areas of our nation 
und resulted in the apprehension of wanted criminals. 
The term “heartthrob’, which we used in our 1967 
Keoport, still applies to our communication system be- 
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cause here one feels the pulsation of all of the increased 
police business which is taking place not only in our 
County, but in our State. 

The ambulance service calls through our communica- 
tion system seemed to show an increase over the previous 
year. 

POLICE ACTIVITY - Departmental personnel, our 
Deputies, made 397 arrests ranging from misdemeanors 
to serious felony charges. There were 146 arrests on 
Capiases, court orders and legal processes for our Courts, 
which were criminal in nature. Deputies of this Depart- 
ment again turned over a large number of cases, many 
of which were from the motor vehicle field, to our 
local departments. The assists to other departments in 
our County amounted to 368, with 92 assists being made 
to departments outside of our County area. 31 persons 
were arrested who were wanted by other law enforce- 
ment agencies. Our recovery of stolen property, in the 
cases in which we participated, shows a figure of 
$82,570. This work involves recovered motor vehicles, 
many articles and property stolen from places of busi- 
ness and private homes. The conviction ratio of persons 
arrested for crime by members of this Department, or 
in those cases in which our men participated. still runs 
at a very high level, again showing quality of the cases 
and qualification of the men involved. 

NIGHT PATROL - Our night patrol still rolls through 
our communities during the hours |! darkness and have 
been active in recovering a goo.) ‘«reentage of the 
stolen property mentioned above. 1): ' are on constant 
call for emergency assistance to other ‘-partments and 
to residents of our County. This patroi lias just auto- 
matically become part of the overall police scene in 
Rockingham County and has proven itself to be bene- 
ficial to law enforcement agencies and in theroutine 
police patrol activity. The courteousness and the enthu- 
siasm again reflect these men to be true representatives 
of our people. 

CROWD CONTROL UNIT - The Crowd Control Unit 
have never ceased their training periods during the week 
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and these men have been called on to offer assistance. 
For example, the day before Christmas 1968 a 12 year 
old girl in the Town of Chester went into the woods 
behind her home for a walk. In circling and crossing 
her trail, she became confused and lost. The Chester 
Police and many of the good citizens in that area turned 
out to help. We were called in, along with Conservation 
Officers of our Fish & Game Department, and our Crowd 
Control Unit was activated. All of them had reported 
for duty from the various sections of our County within 
a 45 minute period. They joined our regular Deputies, 
men of the Fish & Game Department and the citizen 
groups. It was rewarding to see the communication 
system in action where we maintained constant com- 
munication with our own units and our Crowd Control 
and men who were in the woods with our walkie talkie 
system. From our office, we were able to maintain. air 
communications with a plane which was dropping flares 
in the area. This turned into a bitter cold night search 
and the girl was found before 3:00 a.m. on Christmas 
morning, alive and well. The unity with which my men. 
our Crowd Control Unit and the Conservation Officers 
worked was most gratifying and it was coordination and 
communications which may have saved a child’s life. 

ROCKINGHAM COUNTY POLICE TRAINING 
ACADEMY - In November of 1968, this. Academy 
graduated 70 officers. The Academy maintained its 
standard and used the same quality instruction which 
was used when the Academy was first started. Arrange- 
ments and courses have been set up for an advanced 
police training program for chiefs of our departments 
in Our various towns and for our own men. And again, 
we will enter into the basic training program in the 
year which lies ahead. 

DRUG ABUSE AND NARCOTICS - In the year of 
1968, the drug abuse-narcotic problem shows a decided 
increase in the County area. The calls from frustrated 
parents and school officials and the complaints involving 
dangerous drug and narcotics are now appearing almost 
on a daily basis. Our men are receiving the best police 
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instruction available to investigate and follow through 
with police procedures in this field. This Department 
purchased a fine film known as “The Pit of Despair” 
and in 1968 this film was viewed by over 15,000 people. 
Along with the film, our men give lectures and enter 
into question and answer discussion with our people. We 
have been in many of the schools in the County and the 
tempo of requests is increasing daily for our personnel 
to appear before our high school groups, our junior high 
school groups, our civic groups and church organizations 
and it is not unusual to find attendance in excess of 200 
people at many of these programs. This Department 
considers the drug abuse-narcotic problem a serious 
problem because it affects so many of our young people. 
It is our feeling that with sound enforcement practices 
must come informative and factual educational programs 
so that both our student and adult population can be 
made fully aware that the problem exists and that we 
must do everything possible to stamp it out. 


YOUTH TRAINING - Our youth training program 
was continued in 1968 and will be continued in 1969. 
Among the young men who attended these programs 
from our high schools, we found enthusiasm, and a 
desire to learn more about the problems of law enforce- 
ment and drug abuse and we find more young men 
considering the higher educational facilities which are 
now available for the field of enforcement. 

The cooperation which our Department has receivel 
from agencies from without our State at the local, state 
and federal levels has been gratifying. The more requests 
for assistance which we receive, the more indication 
it is to me that we are proceeding in the right direction 
with a sound enforcement and protective program for 
our people. 

I would be remiss if I did not offer my appreciation 
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and thanks to our County Attorney, Mr. Glen E. Graper, 
and to the members of our Committee who have helped 
us to become a well known, preventative and protective 
law enforcement agency.

In this my third year as Superintendent of the Rock- 
ingham County House of Correction and Jail, I wish to 
submit the following report. 

We are still in the process of establishing a rehabili- 
tation and educational program here. 

Several personnel changes have been made in the 
past year and I feel this has upgraded the department. 
The morale of the prisoners is much higher than most 
institutions of this type and I feel it is because of the 
interest the Correctional Officers take in their jobs. 

Painting, cleaning and repairing is constantly being 
done and results show as Mr. Anderson of The Federal 
Bureau of Prisons was very much impressed on his visit 
here this month. 

I suggest that a recreational program be started and 
funds be made available for such equipment. Two years 
ago a soft ball team was formed and several games 
played against members of the Sheriff's Dept., Proba- 
tion Dept., and officers from the Jail as opposition. 
This was much enjoyed and good for morale. 

The building needs tables, chairs and benches for the 
recreation room, and we are having a lot of trouble 
with the plumbing, It will not be long before a major 
plumbing overhaul is necessary. 

I would like to sincerely thank the County Commis- 
sioners, Sheriff Sampson and others that assist in making 
the Jail and H of C as good as it is. It is without doubt 
one of the finest in this part of the country.

AGRICULTURAL WORK 


The 1968 report shows that Agriculture is still an 
economic force in Rockingham County. As these farm- 
ing enterprises grow larger and more complex, the 
problems generated increase. To meet this change, the 
Cooperative Extension Service has introduced the con- 
cept of Area Agents. These are specialists in one field 
of Agriculture assigned to 3 or more counties to assist 
the Agricultural Agents in solving the problems in his 
specialty. While. this has aided the Agricultural Agent, 
the increase in population with its many and new prob- 
lems has taken up the time saved and more. A new 
field of endeavor, Resources Areas Development is 
presently demanding 35% of the Agricultural Agent’s 
time and promises to need much more in the future. 

In addition to the Agricultural and Community Re- 
sources program responsibilities the Agricultural Agent 
is designated as Office Manager. These duties include 
assisting the Cooperative Extension Service Council in 
the preparation of an annual budget to the County 
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Delegation; supervising the expenditure of the budget; 
supervising the clerical assistance; assuming responsibility 
in processing and maintaining proper office equipment. 

The Agricultural Agent cooperates with other govern- 
mental agencies operating in the county. He acts as 
secretary to the Conservation District and assists the 
Soil Conservation Service. with seeding, seed varieties 
and fertilizing recommendations. 

The Agent also acts as advisor to the Farm and Home 
Loan Agency; to the Selective Service Boards in the 
County; the New England Office of the Agricultur- 
al Statistician and many State Agencies desiring informa- 
tion concerning Rockingham County. 


EXTENSION HOME ECONOMICS REPORT 


During 1968 there were 278 meetings in which the 
Home Economist participated with 5,615 in attendance. 
In addition, trained, volunteer, local leaders conducted 
256 sessions with 3,830 participants. This made a total 
of 534 meetings with 9,445 people. Sixteen planning 
meetings and ten training schools with 310 leaders 
were held to formulate and implement county plans 
with aid of lay people and state personnel. 

Part time assistance was available for 126 out of 
160 days. Mrs. Nancy Y. Rafferty served until May 24, 
1968 and Mrs. Sharon Winkelman was secured in Aug- 
ust. 

There were 32 monthly Home Economics Extension 
Groups. In addition work was done with the Women’s 
Camp, Rockingham Craftsmen, International Farm 
Youth Exchange program, County 4-H Dress Revue, 
plus 71 groups outside Extension. These included Wo- 
men’s and Garden Clubs, Granges, Church groups, 
Historical Societies, Cancer Society, County Home, 
Golden Age, Great Bay School, Portsmouth Rehabilita- 
tion Center, Office of Economic Opportunity, Home 
Economics Departments in High Schools, Libraries, 
Welcome Wagon Hostesses, and the University of New 
Hampshire through its Outreach Program. The Home 
Economist served as County Extension University Co- 
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ordinator. 

The subject matter offerings emphasized increasing 
homemakers’ knowledge, understanding, and ability to 
manage their families’ resources of time, energy, money, 
knowledge, ability and skills of family members to meet 
their needs and wants. Consumer competence, family 
health, housing, stability, and community resource 
development were the objectives in specific projects. 

There was an increase in use of radio, circulars, bulle- 
tin distribution, news articles, and use of consultations 
to provide information, advice, and guidance on prob- 
lems of individual families. Consultations on problems 
of organizations and agencies remained about the same. 
Attendance at Series Meetings decreased slightly while 
cooperation with other organizations on human and 
community resource development programs increased. 

Home Economics and Extension Service Council 
members again gave generously of their time in further- 
ance of the program. The 14th Williamson-Babb Schol- 
arship was awarded to Judith Wiggin of Exeter. County 
women are serving as State Council members. Mrs. 
Clarence Dickason of Chester is County and State Home 
Economics Council President. Through the cooperation 
of both volunteer and professional folks the Home 
Economics Extension Program made a contribution to 
human and community resource development in Rock- 
ingham County. 


YOUTH DEVELOPMENT THROUGH 4-H 
1915,- 1968 


The aim of 4-H club work is to develop useful citizens. 
Through “learn to do by doing’’ projects and activities, 
young people in 4-H really learn to work and do needed, 
worthwhile jobs. 902 girls are proudly wearing clothes 
they made. Boys and girls prepared 11,640 meals, plant- 
ed 23,000 trees, raised 3,555 hens and turkeys, 150 
sheep, 65 dairy and beef animals. Members own over 
100 purebred animals, 257 care for their horses - over 
300 had gardens - all real work. They took charge of

various Fund Drives in many towns, collecting thou- 
sands of dollars for Heart Fund, March of Dimes, 
Crippled Children, Cancer Fund, etc. They picked tons 
of trash along over 100 miles of roads in Rockingham 
County, thus learning to serve. 

There are 4-H clubs in all 37 towns in Rockingham 
County - 193 4-H clubs with 2437 members. These 
clubs are led by 363 volunteer Adult Leaders and 273 
high school age Junior Leaders. These adult leaders held 
2-4 meetings a month, plus many project meetings, 
parties and activities. The leader of the Willing Workers 
Club of Londonderry held 78 meetings and activities 
and Candia V-For-Victory Club about the same number. 

Activities included - 4 weeks of 4-H camp enjoyed 
by over 500 different boys and girls, Demonstration and 
Judging Contests, Exhibiting, Sports and Parties, Tours 
and Trips, including 11 busloads to Boston, Trips to the 
White Mountains, Isles of Shoals, Plimoth Plantation, | 
Eastern States Exposition, Citizenship Courses at Nation- 
al 4-H Center, Washington, D.C. by 15. 

Rockingham 4-H members again excelled in many 
State Contests, 2 went to National Conference, Wash- 
ington, D.C.; 1 to Youth Camp at the Olympics in 
Mexico; 5 to National Club Congress in Chicago; 2 to 
Atlanta, George to National Jr. Horticultural Association 
to judge and demonstrate, placing 10th and 11th in 
National Competition. The New Hampshire team placed 
a close second to New York. Three went to Northeast 
Poultry Producers Council at Harrisburg, Pa.; 1 to 
National Horse Judging Meeting at Harrisburg, Pa.; 1 
member was chosen to give Report to the Nation, 
traveling to Washington and Chicago; members were 
chosen as Dairy Princess and Alternate; other members 
received awards at Dog, Sheep, Dairy and Horse Shows. 

Every member enrolls in one or more projects, takes 
part in 4-H club meetings and activities. 1968 was 
another ‘‘Make the Best Better” 4-H year. 
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FOREST RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 


The 1968 fiscal year has been, indeed, a full one for 
the County Forester and his assistant. As our population 
has increased, so have requests for forest management 
and marketing assistance. 352 requests for management 
assistance from Rockingham County landowners were 
serviced. In an effort to meet the increased interest of 
the public in forestry programs, we have increased the 
number of group meetings, demonstrations, and tours. 
The number of information activities of this type, com- 
bined with radio tapes, exhibits, and news releases, etc. 
has increased to 71 in 1968. Miscellaneous other assists 
arose from insect and disease problems on shade trees, 
and from the interpretation of aerial photographs. 

To summarize the accomplishments of our landowners, 
following the recommendations and guidance of the 
County Forester and his assistant: 111,000 trees were 
planted in 1968, 523 acres were weeded and thinned, 
145 acres were pruned, 33,000 feet of access roads 
were built, and 1939 thousand board feet of timber 
were marked for commercial harvest under approved 
silvicultural methods. A total of 1 miilion, 635 thou- 
sand board feet of previously marked timber was com- 
mercially harvested, and equaling gross returns of 
25,054 dollars. 

To meet the interest of the public in forestry pro- 
grams, we have increased our information activities and 
group meetings. Group meetings have stimulated individ- 
ual interest, and as a result, we have received a greater 
number of individual requests for assistance. 

Due to the increased workload in forest resource 
development, the county delegation has been asked for 
sufficient funds to employ a full-time Assistant County 
Forester, effective January 1, 1969. The decision was 
made by the Rockingham County Cooperative Extension 
Service Advisory Council, after carefully examining the 
County Forester’s workload.
